  16   (e) (1) After HOLDING a public hearing TO DETERMINE WHETHER THERE IS 
  17  CAUSE TO REMOVE A PLANNING COMMISSIONER, the local legislative body may 
  18  remove the members of a planning commission for [inefficiency, neglect of duty, or 
  19  malfeasance in office] CAUSE. 
 
  20    (2) The local legislative body that removes a member of a planning 
  21  commission shall file a written statement of reasons for the removal. 
 
  22   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
